I'll second that. If you have to cough up real money you're better off 
buying carbon FILM because they are just plain a better way to make a 
resistor. Having heaps of out of tolerance NOS carbon comp resistors 
squirreled away in bin boxes I often feel like throwing the whole lot out. 

I have to check every one before I use it to see if what its resistance 
actually is will be detrimental to the circuit. The only reason I haven't 
thrown them out yet is I'm a miser and hip deep in hope that there is a good 
one here and there in the pile. 


Never had that problem with carbon films, even those I find made many years 
ago. Just goes to show what entrenched industrial monopolies can do to a 
hobby (and military preparedness).

At one time, I had several Super Pro's, at least one of all three of the 

common WW-II models (BC-779, BC-794, BC-1004) or their Federalized civilian 
equivalents. One of the nicest things that I recall about them was the continously 
variable IF bandwidth. Between that, the crystal filter and the variable BFO 
pitch I was almost always able to null out that gigawatt ERP NPG channel 

marking signal that always seemed to jump into the middle of our Navy MARS nets on 
4010 (now called 4008.5 I guess) back in the mid to late 60's and early 70's. 

What I didn't like about them was their strong signal recovery time. Over the 
years, I've almost always used separate transmitting and receiving antennas 

(a practice once common in shipboard installations) and the Super Pro's 

overloaded badly when I keyed the BC-610-F. Took about 2 or 3 seconds to recover. 
The RBB or RBC, on the other hand, could literally be used as a keying monitor. 
They recovered so quickly that you could hear the other station if he tried 

to break you while you were sending. 


On the dust covers, most of mine had them, as did their power supplies, but 

they were all acquired between 25 and 40 years ago. As the years went on, 
possibly more of them fell victim to people who were going to modimfry them into 
something new, but in too many cases never got past the "take it all apart" 
stage. Then when they finally decided to haul all the junk to a hamfest and get 
rid of it, of course they didn't bother to try to find any of the missing 
pieces.

Right you are, Hugh. When you have a strong signal in the 
clear you can open the IF passband to something like 12KHz, 
and enjoy the music. When the going gets tough, you can 
narrow things up. The skirts are reasonably steep. There's 
eight LC tuned circuits in the IF. It's not as sharp as a 
good mechanical or xtal filter, but on the other hand it 
sounds better. At the risk of sounding like an 
audiophool... The push-pull 6F6's are triode-connected, use 
reasonably good transformewrs, and sound a lot cleaner that 
many sets using pentodes or beam power tubes, e.g. SX-28. 


However, my favorite is still the RCA AR-88, quite possibly 
the best all-around short-wave set prior to the late 1940's.

Not continuously variable, but does have a selectivity 
switch that over couples the IF transformers to achieve a 
max. 12-14 KHz bandwidth. The IF has 12 tuned circuits, vs. 
8 in the Super Pro. This puts the IF in the same league 
with the R-390. 


Also, i am thinking the 2 
> dial system is better: you have better resolution on the

The two dials might give you better resolution, but the 
single-knob, gear-driven arrangement in the 88 allows you to 
"log" back to a frequency with considerable accuracy. I 
can never tell where I'm at on the Hammarlund once I start 
using the bandspread. BTW, Hammarlund took care of this, 

with calibrated ham-band bandspread, in the HQ-120, my 
nominee for best pre-war ham receiver.

An easier way is just to use a multimeter or DVM. If the meter has a

in one orientation. The red lead of your DVM will be connected to the 
anode of the zener diode when the meter shows the lower reading.

The equiv. of 
civilian SP-210LX. It's good on the foreign BC stns, & does a reasonable 
job on VLF, but I don't have a good VLF antenna, so just hear a few not 
too distant beacons. Might try some more this Winter. It's set up ona 
Side bench, all I need to do is plug an antenna into the cable that I have 
coming to an accessible spot. (someday I'll rig switches.) 

I got the second one at Shelby this yr, both it and the pwr sup. have 
dust covers, the first ones I'd ever seen. It was complete, all knobs, 
the BFO shaft intact, etc, and in good condx inside. The panel is much 
nicer than the first one, has mil. stamps on it showing MFP dates, etc, 
and I'll try to preserve all that, maybe touch up around the mounting 
holes only. I probably won't get a round tuit for a cupla mo.s.

I have both families of receivers on line in my shack. I agree with 
everything that has been said here so far as well. 


I have both the AR88 LF and a CR-88 which has variable crystal filter. Both 
are excellent receivers. They are so 

stable that with the logging scale someone mentioned i can reset them to 
frequency every time. The audio from these 

receivers is the best I have heard even when compared with my SX-28 (sorry 
Halli fans). I'm even using a Halli speaker 

on both for comparison. The RCA's are sensitive all the way up to the top 
of their coverage above 30 mc. If the 

allignment is correct the filtering is very good down to CW bandwidths 
although not as sharp as modern filters. 


The Hammarlunds I have are the BC-794 and SP200X. Both are very good 
receivers. They drift unlike the RCA's 

which can be a bit annoying until they warm up about an hour or so. Even 
after warmup they drift a little. The variable 

bandwidth is excellent. Its such a simple system I wonder why Hammarlund 
dropped the feature in later rigs. Audio 

however is communication quality when compared with RCA or Hallicrafers. 


Overall my favorite is the CR 88 which gives one the flexibility of switch 
selectable filtering combined with a crystal 

filter that is adjustable. Gets rid of a lot of sideband crud and 
heterodynes on commercial bands. And the audio is 

"mucho primo"...
